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A  comparison  by  States  of  cash  farm  Income  in  19^2  with  that  of  l92M^-29  shows 
that  the  heart  of  the  Corn  Belt,  the  tobacco-producing  areas,  and  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  have  recorded  the  largest  gain  in  income  over  the  pre-depress ion  period. 
Although  l9i*2-crop  yields  in  the  Great  Plains  States  were  rislaiively  high,  income 
did  not  increase  above  the  l92'*-29  average  as  much  as  in  most  other  ^reas,  and  income 
increases  in  the  principal  dairy  regions  also  were  somewhat  below  average.^

The  decline  in  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  from  January  to 
Feliraary  v/ar,  mch  smaller  than  usual  this  year  as  marketings  of  several  fam 
products  in  Pehruary  v;ere  relatively  heavy  for  this  period  of  the  year,  !IIhe 
total  cash  income  from  marketings  in  FelDraary  ajrounted  to  1,131  million  dol- 
lars compared  with  the  revised  estimate  of  l,26l  million  dollars  for  January 
and  833  million  for  rGtiniary  19^2,    Income  from  all  groups  of  farm  products 
vra.s  higher  than  in  Fe'oruary  last  year  "but  tho  greatest  percentage  increases 
in  income,  compared  v;ith  a  year  ago,  \jQto  in  the  returns  from  moat  animalfl, 
poultry  and  eggs,  oil'-lDearlng  crops,  and  cotton,    C-ovommont  payments  in 
Petruc-iy  totaled  79  million  dollars,  the  same  as  in  Pehruary  last  year. 

Income  from  feed  grains,  soyheans,  potatoes,  and  truck  crops  all 
declined  much  less  than  usual  from  January  to  Pehruarj'',    Althoiogh  the  income 
from  tohacco  was  dovm  somev/hat  more  than  usual,  the  seasonally  adjusted  indei 
of  income  from  crops  increased  from  237.0  percent  of  the  1935~39  average  in 
Janua'-T  to  2^+5.5  ^'^  Tehruary,    Marketings  of  cattle  and  hogs  declined  much 
less  than  usual  in  Fehraary  and  the  index  of  income  from  meat  animals  in- 
creased from  222,5  in  Janus.ry  to  a  new  high  level  of  262,0  in  Fchruary, 
Income  from  dairy  products  also  reached  a  new  high  level  in  Pe"bruary,  after 
adjustment  for  seasonal  variations,  at  183.0  percent  of  the  193^39  average  ■ 
compared  with  170,0  percent  in  Decomher  and  January.    Income  from  poultry  and 
eggs  increased  less  than  usual  in  January  and  Pchruary,  hut  the  seasonally  .

During  the  first  2  months  of  19^4-3  total  income  from  marketings  of  ■ 
2,392  million  dollars  was  30  percent  more  than  tho  1,B3S  million  i-ecaived  In; 
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th.e  same  period  of  19^2,    Most  of  the  Increase  in  income  over  .the  correspond-* 
ing  period  of  last  year  has-been  due  to  the  generally  higher  level  of  farm 
prices,  "but  marketings  of  many  products,  particularly  wheat,  cotton,  peanuts, 
soy"beans,  cibinis  fruits,  potatoes,  and  poultry  and  eggs  also  have  heen  con- 
siderably larger  than  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments  of  179  million 
dollars  in  the  first  2  months  of  19^3  were  11  million  dollars  less  than  a 
year  earlier,  but  income  including  Government  pa^/tnents  totaled  2,571  million 
and  vra.s  27  percent  above  January  and  February  last  year. 

The  general  level  of  farm  marketings  during  the  next  few  months  is 
expected  to  continue  to  exceed  that  in  the  corresponding  months  of  19^2  but 
prices  received  by  farmers  during  19^2  advanced  sliarply  from  February  to 
December,  and  if  the  general  level  of  prices  in  19^5  should  remain  relatively

The  trend, of  income  in  the  different  .geographic  regions  for  the  ^jeax 
period  1937-^1  and  in  19^2  is  shown,  in  the'  accoffipanying  chart.    Since  all  of 
the  years  in  the  period  1937-^'i  were  years  of  rel^itdvely  large  agricultural  ; 
production  v;ith  no  \iddesprcad  droughts,  the  usur.l  seasonal  trend  of  inQome  in 
the  different  regions  is  fairly  well  represented  by  the  average  income  during 
this  5*year  period.    In  the  ITorth  Atlantic  region  v;horc  most  of  the  income  Is 
obtained  from  dairj'-  and  poulbry  products,  the  level  of  income  throughout  the 
l/OBX  changes  very  little,    A  small  seasonal,  peak  occurs  during  the  late  sump- 
mer  and  fall,  v.^hcn  a  large  part  of  the  fru,it  and  vegetable  crops  is  marketed 
In  the  East  and  West  Uorth  Central  regions  where  a  large  proportion  of  the 
income  is  from  livestock  and  livestock  products,  there  is  also  a  relatively 
small  seasonal  fluctuation  in  income.

The  relatively  favoraole  prices  of  meat  animals  in  19^2.  together  with 
the  sharp  increase  in  production,  raised  income  in  the  principal  •corn-, 
producing  States  somewhat  higher  relative,  to  I92I1-.29  than_  in  the  principal 
wheat-growing  States  immediately  to  the  west  , or  in  the  dairy  ■  regions^  to-  the 
north  'and  oast.

Florida  and^California  reflect  the  marked  expansion 
in  the  output  of  citrus  fruits  and  truck  crops  since  1924-29,  although  m 
those  States  and  in  Oregon,  Washington,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico  .tncre  has 
heeii  a  general  expansion  in  agriculture  in  the  last  I5  years,  . 

Although  croTD  output  ioas  expanded  rapidly  in  recent  .years- in  the 
northern  Great  Plains  States  and  livestock  numhers  are  again  approaching  the 
pre-drought  levels,  total  income  in  these  States  in  19^2  was  not  as  high 
relative  to  192^29  as  in  most  other  areas.     This  resulted  m .part  :from  the 
fact  that  while  prices  of  wheat  and  grains  in  19^2  were,  higher  than  in  other 
recent  years,  they  were  low  in  relation  to  the  general  level  of  all  farm 
oroducts.    Other  areas  recording  relatively,  small  increases  in  income  ,  when^ 
compared  with  the  192^4-29  period  are  the  northeast  dairy  area  and  the  south- 
east Cotton  Belt.     In  hoth  of  .these  areas -agricultural  production  expaadod 
much  less  than  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole  in  194-2,  and  prxces  of ^tho^ 
principal  articles  produced  in  these  are^s  were  not  as  high  relative-  to . the 
I92U-29  average  as  the  general  level  of  all  farm  product  .prices,  • 

In  Wyoming,  where  livestock  production  since  l"92l+"has  expanded  much- 
more  raoidly  than  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  area  as  a  x^holc,  heavy  marketings  o± 
livestock  in  19^2  largely  accounted  for  the  marked  increase  in  income  over 
the  192U-29  average.    In  Nevada,  on  the  other  hand,  the  mcderai^o  decline  m 
livestock  production  since  1929  was  an  important  factor  in  the  relatively 
low  income  in  19^2.  ■  ' 

Estimates  of  Gash  and  G-ross  Income 

from  Chickens,  Eggs,  and  '/Jool  in  19^2  \  ■■ 

now  Availal3le  "by  States  •        ■  •  • 

'  'Estimates  of  I9U2  production  and  disposition  of  chickens,  commercial 
hroilers,  eggs,  and  wool  have  heen  completed  and  estimates  of  cash  and  gross 
farm  income  for  I9U2  are  now  available  hy  States  for  these  commodities.  ^See 
tahles  3  to  6.)    Estimates  of  income  from  chickens,  eggs,  and  wool  have  also 
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teen  revised  slightly  for  19^1»  and  the  estimates  of  income  for  "broilers  were 
revised  to  1939  to  include  more  complete  data  v;hich  has  become  available  on 
production  and  prices. 

Cash  farm  income  from  eggs  in  19^2  exceeded  1  billion  dollars  for  the 
first  time  on  record,    7ho  estimate  of  cash  income  for  19^2  of  1,001  million 
dollars  v;as  52  percent  above  the  658  million  dollars  received  in  19^1» 
Previous  to  19^2  the  largest  cash  income  from  eggs  v/as  received  in  1920  and 
amounted  to  781  million  dollars.    Prices  of  eggs  in  19^2,  averaging  29,9 
cents  per  dozen,  were  considerably  below  prices  in  I92O  and  v.'cre  only  slightlj 
above  the  avcraft'c  for  192U~29s  but  sales  of  eggs  "in  19^2  were  about  86  per- 
cent larger  than  in  I92O,     G-ross  income  from  eggs  in  19^2  was  estimated  at 
1,185  million  dollars  compared  with  80^  million  in  19^1. 

Cash  income  from  chickens,  exclusive  of  conmcrcia.1  broilers,  in  19^2 
totaled  3^6  million  dollars,  compared  with  2^5  million  dollars  in  19^1. 
Estimates  of  income  from  chickens  since  193^  are  not  comparable  with  those  foi 
earlier  years  as  income  from  commercial  broilers  prior  to  193^  was  not  segre- 
gated from  the  income  from  chickens.     In  recent  years  the  production  of 
commercial  broilers  has  expanded  rapidly.    The  seasonal  variation  in  market- 
ings of  broilers  is  somewhat  different  from  that  for  chickens  produced  on 
farms  where  egg  production  is  the  major  source  of  income,  and  prices  received 
for  broilers  also  differ  somewhat  from  those  received  for  other  chickens.  In 
order  to  allow  for  these  differences  and  provide  bettor  estimates  of  income 
from  all  chickens,  income  from  broilers  has  been  separated  from  that  of  other 
chickens  since  193^  and  given  separately,  !_/ 

In  19^2  the  Cash  income  from  broilers  totaled  l38  million  dollars,  or 
more  than  half  as  much  as  income  from  other  chickens.     In  19^1  income  from 
broilors  v;as  9.3  nillion  dollars,  and  in  1939  i"*^  was  50  million  (table  5). 
The ■ expansion  in  commercial  broiler  production  has  been  especially  marked  in 
the  South  Atlantic  States  ojid  centers  in  the  Delav/are,  Maryland,  and  Virginia 
arec.     In  19^2  Delavrarc  received  nearly  27  percent  of  the  cash  income  from 
corixiercial  broilers  aiid  nearly  tv;o-thirds  of  the  total  cash  income  to  farmers 
in  Delaware  v;as  received  from  tliis  one  commodity.    However,  the  production  of 
broilers  is  expanding  into  other  eastern  States  and  the  most  pronounced 
increases  in  the  production  of  broilers  since  1939  have  been  in  V7est  Virginia 
and  Georgia, 

Cash  incom.e  from  v/ool  in  19^1-2  totaled  157  nillion  dollars  compared  with 
139  nillion  in  19Ul„    Sales  of  v;ool  in'l9^2  were  only  slightly  larger  than  in 
19^1t  but  prices  in  l^Us  averaged  Uo,l  cents  per  pound  compared  with  35«5  ^ 
19^1.
